No .-one know? better than he, 
that the Assessor has no jurisdiction 
over property outside of his own coun- 
ty, and that his duty is to assess such 
money and solvent credits as" the banks 
in his own county have in their own 
vaults at noon on the first Monday-;in 
March. That is precisely what I did. 
The circumstantiality with which" he 
itemizes the items for each bank shows 
that he had the figures from the offi- 
cial report before him. If he were an 
honest or an honorable disputant he 
would have given the date of t^e re- 


March 6, 1905, the date of the assess- 
ment. If he examined reports^ Intelli- 
gently he would 'have found that each 
of the banks named had far less money 
in their own vaults than they had with 
their correspondents in San FranciscOj 
Chicago, New York, and other cities, 
and he would also have found that 
this money with their -corresponden'o 
forms part of the item of money em- 
braced in their report.

With the -burning of their home at 


652 East Valdez street, Mr. and Mrs. 
Abila now mourns the death of three 


' children,. Antoni, aged six years, Tal- 


vina aged four years arid Alfred aged 
two years. 


The charred remains of the three 


children He on slabs at the 
morgue, 


while the home, which was attacked 
by flames shortly before nine o'clock 
Saturday evening, is nothing but 
a 


ruin. 


The fire was caused by the explo- 


sion of a. coal oil lamp in the kitchen. 
At the time Mrs. A"«IIa was giving her 
rthree months old child Mabel a bath 


-.J^before putting her to bed. The blank- 


et upon which the little one lay was 
near the lamp arid it Is thought that 
possibly some of the water was spat- 
tered on the lamp. 
"When it exploded 
Mrs. Abila gave a wild cry and pick- 
ed her infant up in her arms, 
ran 


through the kitchen and into the back 
yard screaming for help. 


The poor woman was so distracted 


that she did not think of running back 
into the house to save her other three 
little ones, who were fast asleep 
in 


another room. But soon 
afterwards 


she thought of her other three chil- 
dren, slowing being burned to death. 
room on a lounge, next to the room 
•where the explosion occurred. Scream- 
ing she ran up the stairs and tried 
to enter her burning home, 
but 
a. 


sheet of flames sent her 
back. Al- 


ready the flames were making 
their 


way through the cracks of the door 
and the whole truth finally burst upon 
the mother's mind. 
Within 
those 


•walls of flames were her three chil- 
dren, slowly being burned to death. 
She made another desperate effort to 
get into the house, but several neigh- 
bors who were at hand, 
pulled her 


back. 


WOMAN HYSTERICAL. 


Two alarms were turned 
in, 
one 


from box 87 by D., n. Murdock, and 
•another from box ' 
by Joseph Fi- 


geroid. Murdock lu 
seen the flames 


of the burning house from the depot 
at Twenty-third avenue, and 
after 
turning in the alarm ran to the burn- 
ing home, which was just around the 
corner and opposite 
the 
California 


Cotton Mills. "When 'he arrived there 
he found the mother -with her little 
one clasped tightly to her breast, run- 
Ding up and down in front of 
the 


place shrieking hysterically. 


He made an effort to comfort her, 


and 'then ran up to the front door, 
and shoved it in, but he was. obliged 


:^AG go back in order to escape 
the 
~sheet. of flames which bural forth. 


Then Figeroid arrived on the scene 


and also Special Police Officer Man- 
uel Damaral, but although they too 
made efforts to enter the 
burning 


•Trailding, they were driven back by the 
fierce 
flames. 


Engine No. 6 and Chemical No. 3 


from the ftre station at East Fifteenth 
street and Twenty-second avenue, and 
Engine No. 4 from 619 East 
Four- 
teenth street, responded to the alarm. 
Soon all three had streams of water 
pouring into the building, and Bremen 
climbing about the burning roof. 


Anton Abila,-the father, had arrived 
just before the engines, and like the 
mother, he too was hysterical, calling 
for assistance 
In his native Portu- 


guese tongue. Both were soon 
led 
away to the home of Mrs. Abila's pa- 
rents, Mr. and Mrs. Frank Costa aC 
656% Kennedy street. All aid possi- 
ble was given the mother but today 
she is still hysterical and a nervous 
collapse is threatened. 


BURNED BODIES. 


It was fortunate that the mother 


had been taken away from the-scene 
when she was, for after the firemen 
had succeeded in 
putting 
out 
the 


flames 
they 
entered the house and 


here a 
grewsome 
sight 
met their 


eyes. A short hall led into the bed- 
room where the mother had. 
been 
bathing her little one. Next to this 
was the (lining room, and the ghastly 
light of 
the still nickering 
embers 


shone upon three blackened and char- 
red litle bodies. In one corner was 
a cot. which had been almost entire- 
ly burned, and on this the remains 
of the eldest boy, Antoni, and the lit- 
tle girl. Talvina, lay. A short dis- 
tance away on the floor was the body 
of the -other little one. The 
arms 


were above its head, and its face, or 
the shapeless mass of bone and tis- 
sue, that was left was pressed tightly 


against the 
floor.

tion- the little one was found it 
is 


thought that he" must have

The three bodies were in a horrible 


condition. 
Not a stitch had 
been 


left upon them, and from "their little 
seared joints 
the 
uncovered 
bones' 


stuck out in a ghastly manner. . The 
cremation had been complete. - When 
one of the firemen lifted one of the 
little ones in his arms from the floor 
its little leg, which -was held only by 
a shred of a tendon,: dropped from the 
trunk upon the floor. , The ambulance 
was summoned and the 
little. ones 


laid side by side upon a stretcher were 


j then taken to1 the morgue. 


HEARD NO OUTCRY. 


None of the people .who had gath- 


ered about the burning home heard 
an outcry from the'little-ones inside, 
and so it is thought by the flremen 
that .they must have .been smothered 
by the smoke and flames before they, 
awakened. 
Little Alfred was either 


awake when the flames started or was 
awakened by them. His little body 
was found several feet away from .the 
cot where his mother 
had 
placed 


him. 


Mrs. 
Abila is a woman 
about 24 


years of age arid lias been married 
eight years. They had 
lived 
many 


years in the neighborhood and are 
well 
known. Both 
are 
Portuguese. 


Anton Abila,. the father, was former- 
ly employed by the California Cotton 
Mills, but of late he has been work- 
ing as a common laborer, finding em- 
ployment In digging sewers. 


FIREMAN BURNED. 


James F. Carey, steward of Chem- 
ical No. • 3, received several 
serious 


burns about the face, neck, and hands 
in trying to save the house. He had 
been working between 
the 
burning 


house and the one next door, which 
also took fire. In some may he slip- 
ped and the burning embers struck 
him in the face and' hands, searing 
the flesh badly.

Oy- ma Moving Against Linevitch. 


The news from Manchuria indicates that the Japanese are pre- 


paring' for a gigantic movement against Linevitch. The inference to 
be drawn from this is that the Japanese have come to the conclusion 
that it will take one more salutary lesson before Russia can be made 
amenable to reason in the peace negotiations. From Japanese sources 
comes the interesting intelligence that Oyama now has 430jOOO in- 
fantry and 1,600 guns in front of Linevitch. This information does 
not tally with other information relative to the strength of Oyama's 
army. Ever since the battle of Mukden the Japanese have been, re- 
ceiving heavy reinforcements, while their losses have been compara- 
tively insignificant. After making due allowance for Oyama's losses 
at Mukden, he had not far from 400,000 effectives when Kuropatkin 
was relieved of his command. It is reasonable to .conclude, therefore, 
that Oyama now has nearer .600,000 than 500,000 ready to throw 
against Linevitch. The latter probably has'a force approximating 
5oo,-ooo with which to fight a defensive battle. 
Consequently a gen- 


eral engagement will probably bring close on to a million of men into 
action. The result will have a stupendous interest to military stu- 
dents. If Oyama should suffer a severe check with heavy loss the 
war would probably be prolonged and the peace conference drag on 
indefinitely or come to a fruitless ending. If, on the other hand, 
Linevitch should be forced back on Harbin with his army dispirited 
by. another defeat peace would in all likelihood speedily follow, for 
thin he would have a trying task to defend his line of railway com- 
munication broadside. The Japanese also seem to be moving to cut off 
Vladivostok from Harbin, thus isolating it- completely. However, the 
immediate objectives of the movement the- Japanese have just in- 
augurated must be largely a matter of conjecture,' as Oyama has up 
to this time masked his strategy with remarkable skill and success. 
He seems .to have kept the foreign correspondents with his army 
gussing equally with the enemy. 


The indications point to a decisive victory, for the Republican 


League over the Schmitz-Ruef combination in the San Francisco 
primaries tomorrow, but everybody with any knowledge of the situa- 
tion knows the real struggle will come later on. No matter who wins 
the control of the Republican convention Schmitz will be re-nominat- 
ed by the Union Labor party, and will put up a formidable battle for 
re-election. Twice he has defeated the regular Republican nominee, 
but this time there will be a coalition against him and the business 
interests of the city, leaving aside the retail liquor trade, will be solid- 
ly united to oppose him. If he can win in the face of such tremendous 
opposition it will be a remarkable exhibition oE personal strength and 
political generalship.

An English traveler says In.a. letter to 


the London Times: 
"History tellB us 
that, when coffee was first brought to 
the cities of western Europe . the 
first 
makers of it were Turks. 
They roasted 
and ground the berries and. served the 
liquor, as it is served to this day in the 
east, Brits and alt We still drink- coffee 
as we drank it then, with this difference, 
that we mostly omit the grits and drink 
an Infusion instead 
"

was not so with tea. 
imported with the first pound of tea to 
teach us how to make and drink it. The . 
consequence has been that we have never I 
drunk tea in the Chinese way—that is, 
as a simple Infusion. 
"At first there seems to have been 
great doubt as • to how to deal with the 
new herb.

bit upon a discovery. Having rio milk,* 
we drank our tea, as most Portuguese 
drink theirs, as a Bbnple infusion, eweet- 
ened with sugar. 
"I remembered to have read, I believe 
in the travete of the Abbe Hue, that, 
when the Chinese desire to t» thrifty in 
the -use of the finer and more expensive 
teas, they grind the leaf to powder and 
use less for the Infusion.

died 


yesterday afternoon at his residence, 
Bast Fourteenth street and 
Twenty- 


seventh Avenue, after an illness of 
several years. 
The 
trouble became 


serious a ,-month ago, affecting Major 
Clay's stomach and causing death. 


For thirty years Major Clay 
had 


teen identified with the firm of Sher- 
man, Clay & Co., which had existed 
for many years before he became in- 
terested in it as Sherman, Hyde & Co. 
When Major Clay came to California 
he looked about for investment 
and 


chose to go into the piano business. 
The firm grew under his-charge until 
it expanded throughout 
the 
Pacific 


Coast, with branch houses in nearly 
all of the large cities. 


Major Clay 
was 
born 
sixty-nine 


years ago in Dyer County, Tennessee, 
being a descendant o£ Henry Clay, the 
"Mill Boy of the Slashes." At the out- 
break of the war the young man cast 
his fortunes with the South and serv- 
ed in the Confederate 
army 
under 


General Nathan B. Forrest until hos- 
tilities ceased. He was wounded twice 
in battle. 


After the \var the retired veteran 


settled at Memphis, Tenn., where 
he 


engaged in the wholesale grocery busi- 
ness, the firm being Farguson & Clay. 
Ill health in his family, caused Major 
Clay in 1875 to dispose of his interests 
and come to California. -Possessed of 
a competency and active in mind and 
body, he soon embarked sin the new 
field, which repaid his clean business 
methods handsomely. 
He accumulat- 


ed a fortune estimated at the time o£ 
his death to be somewhere near 51,- 
000,000. Nineteen years ago the Clays 
moved to Fruitvale, where a beautiful 
home in spacious grounds was pur- 


chased. It is one of the show places 
along the broad road, the main thor- 
oughfare between Oakland 
and 
the 


Eastern suburbs. Here the Clays de- 
lighted to entertain in a way typical 
of the South, whence they came. 


About four years ago Major Clay 


was stricken with, an 
illness 
from 


which he did not fully recover. 
'He 


was compelled to cease his active con- 
cern in business and to live quietly. 
Besides his large interest in Sherman, 
Clay & Co., which was incorporated a 
few years ag?.. Major Clay had large 
holdings in suburban 
property, near 


Fruitvale and owned large ranches at 
Livermore and Fresno. He leaves a 
widow, Mrs. Annie L. Clay, and three 
children, Philip T. Clay, Madeline Clay 
and Mrs. Harden Lake Crawford.
